Chicago, July 14.—Wheat for July 
delivery advanced 7? cents. during d@ 
stormy session on the Board of Trade 
today, establishing a new high record 
mark for the season, and giving prom- 
ise of a repetition of the recent ‘‘deal”’ 
headed by James A. Patten>and' his col- 
leagues in the May option. The top 
mark reached by the July delivery to- 
day was $1.27, compared with $1.20, the 
cloging figures of the previous day. 

The immediate cause of the buying 
fiurry, which resulted in the sensation- 

advance, were additional rainfall last 
in Kansas and Missouri, where 
the new crop-of wheat is now being 
harvested or is awaiting the visit of 
the thresher, and dispatches from other 
harvesting and wheat-shipping sections 
of the countiy (telling of damage to the 
new crop by excessive rains. 

Numerous, reports were received frets 
points in Illinois, Mississippi Kentucky 
and Tennesseé, which claimed that the 
wheat already harvested is sprouting 
in the shock owing to,the unfavorab!]® 
weather conditions. 

“Weather Man” Alds Bulls. a 

That the “weather man” was stij] on 
the side of the bulls was shown by the 
effieial forecast for tomorrow for the 
principal wheat-growing states in this 
country, which predicted additional 
thunderstorms over a -wide area 
throughout the central and western 
stateg. 

A large sleeping short interest has 
existed for some time in the July op- 
tion, and the action of the market today 
indicated that many of these traders 
had awakenéd to the serious aspect of 
the situation. 

Leading commission house men and 
professional traders are said to be 
the principal. shorts. The elevator 
men, weeks ago, bought wheat in the 
fields in Kansas, Oklahoma and other 
winter wheat States and hedged 
against their country purchases by 
selling July in this market. Since that 
time wet weather has interfered with 
threshing operations and thus pre- 
vented prompt delivery of, the new 
crop in Chicago and the southwestern 
markets. 

No Wheat for Delivery. 

There is practically fo wheat suft- 
able fof delivery on contracts in this 
city at the present time and what lit- 
tle there is belongs to the Patten in- 
terests. The leader of this clique suc- 
ceeded in merchandising the grain de- 
livered to him during the closing days 
of the May corner and he’ now de- 
mands the wheat sold to him for this 
month’s delivery. When shorts went 
to him early in the day with offers 
of settlement it is claimed they were 
told to buy the grain in the pit. The 
attempt to carry out this line of ac- 
tlon was the cause of the 7-cent bulge. 

Twice during the day the pit was 
thrown into a turmoil, first when 5 
cents was added to the price of the 
July delivery during the first half- 
hour of trading, and again near the 
close, when 2 more points were added 
to the total. Demand was so fierce at 
the start that the price between sales

Ingram was said to 
the arresting offic 
home,to accompany them to the police 
station but .District Attorney Adams, 
upon being communicated with insist- 
ed that the accused man be brought 
to prison without delay. He was car- 
ried to: police headquarters in an am- 
bulance. 

It was reported that Ingram had 
made an attempt at self-destruction 
late today, but this is without confir- 
mation. It is believed rather that the 
strain under which he has labored 
and the recent excessive heat resulted 
in this partial collapse. 

Shortage. Will Reach $100,000. 

The trust officer is said to have 
confessed to Vice President Pool, of 
the Hibernia bank, that his defalca- 
tions would approximate $!00,009. It 
is stated that’ a check for $5,000, on 
which Ingram forged the signatture of 
a prominent business man of New Or- 
leans, led to the disclosure of the em- 
bezzlements and forgeries now charged 
against the former.

Waiseka. Ill.. July t4.—With thé 
Climax of the Crescent City domestic 
tragedy reached today by the burial of 
one of the principal actors, J. B. Say- 
ler, a banker, who was slain on Sunday 
by Dr. W. R. Miller, the first scene of 
the last act was staged, with Mrs. Say- 
ler prevented by jail bars from attend- 
ing her husband's obsequies, while 
through jail bars a letter passed from 
Dr. Miller to his wife asserting 4% was 
she. alone that he loved. Thus fate 
handled the principal actors. 

Following the receipt of a dispatch 
from Blairsville, Pa., quoting Mrs. 
Miller as having forgiven her husband 
and enly awatting his summons to fly 
to his aid, Dr. Miller wrote a long letter 
to hia wife to come ta him. 

While nearly every adult resident of 
Crescént City attended the burtal of the 
slain vice president of the First Na- 
tional bank, Mrs. Sayler was not allow- 
ed to attend, although she begged for 
permission to do so. She wept much of 
the day. 

“IT have had one experience with a 
mob; that was twelve years ago, and I 
don’t care for another,” explained the 
sheriff. “I don’t feel warranted in 
an act which might cause a renewal of 
lynch talk.” 

Preacher Cries for Justice. 

In his address at the funeral, Rev. 
Joseph Bell dwelt on the sacredness of 
the home, of k man’s duty to defend 
its honor, and counseled that the law 
be allowed to take its cOurse. 

So great was the crowd that the 
preacher delivered his address from 
the porch of the Saylor home. 

Business for the day was suspended 
in the viHage. 

“The instinct of self-défense,” sald 
Rev. Bell, “is strong in mankind, for it 
was put there by God and self-defense 
means defense of the home.” ' 

At this statement there was a mur- 

mur of “Amen” through the crowd. 
“The guilty must be punished,” the 
preacher continued, and again a mur- 
mur, more grim than that of the relig- 
ious excitement was heard.

Smoot Speaks for Aldrich. 

A statement was prepared by the 
committee’s experts and given out to- 
night by Senator Smoot. Commenting 
upon statements made yesterday and 
today by Senator La Follette, that the 
senate bill«is 5.65 per cent above the 
Dingley law, based upon the importa- 
tions for 1907, Sendtor Smoot said that 
it all depended on methods of compu- 
tation. 

Senator Smoot said that if schedule 
“H,” comprising wines and spirits, on 
which the senate advanced thé Dingley 
rates very materially, were eliminated, 
the average ad valorem under the sen*

COMPULSORY EDUCATION 


was agreed upon by a sub-committee 
appointed yesjerday afternoon and will 
probably be adopted by the full com- 
mittee today, provides that each child 
of school age in Georgia shall attend 
school for not less than sixty days in 
each sthool year. This is equivalent 
to about three months school attend- 
ance. 

Parents who fail to send their chil-

Present School Laws ad 
Persons and ‘McMichael 
Bills—Both Held to Be 
Dangerous Measures—Some 
Pointed Questions Are 
Asked. — 


To the Members of the General AsSsem- 
bly of Georgia: 
How many members of your body 

know how much of these Persons bills 

is law already? Only by knowing’ what 
the law now is <an you realize just how 
revolutionary they are. After pruning 
from the two main bills introduced by 

‘Mr. Persons, those parts that are al- 

ready laws, but few lines are left, every 

‘word of which is surcharged with 

quick dynamite. Let's see. : 

One 6€. the bills contains 9 sections 
and the other !4, independent of the 
repealing clause. The first»bill relates 
to the State School Commissioner, and 
the second to a revision of the school 
laws of the state to thange the State 
Board of Education and prescribe its 
powers, duties, and compensation. 

Sections |! and 2 of the first bill are 
the law already. (See Acts of 1894, page 
34: Acts of !887. pages 69 and 7!; also 
'*“Compilation of Laws Relating to Com- 
mon School System,’ Sections 6 and iv). 
*This “Compilation of Laws Relating 
to Common School Systém’” is a codi- 
fication of all the school laws of the 
* State printed in a convenient and valu- 
able little pamphlet which the State 
School Commiésioner or (Me State Prin- 
ter should be able to rurnish. 

Section 4 of this bill is a verbatim 
copy of the law as it now is, with 
Only four other unobjectionable lines 
added. 

Section 3 changes the present law so 
as to make the State Schoo! Commis- 
sioner, and not the Governor ex-officio, 
Presidént of the State Board of Educa- 
tion. The governor has been president 
of this Board for wz5re tnan SO years. 
Why a change now? Why was this 
Same change not tncorporated in last 
year’s bili? Has the change in Gov- 
ernorse anything to do with it?» What 
will you want two years from now? 
Will ft depend upon who will then be 
Governor? Gentlemen, don’t permit 
your schools to be dragged into the 
dirty mire of persone or partisan poil-, 
tics. / 

Section 3 atso proposes to make your 
State School Commissioner ex-officio 
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the State University, of the State Nor- 
mal School at Athens, of the Georgia 
Normal and Industrial College at 
Milledgeville, “and such other State in- 
stitutions as have the professional 
Preparation of teachers as their work 
in whole or in part,’ and for such ex- 
officiodom pay him $1,600.00 extra over 
and above his regular salary of $2,000.00 
per annum. Another schame, isn't it. to 
indirectly increase the salarv o. the 
State School Commissioner? What bus- 
Iness has he on these boards, and why 
should his service as a member thersocf 
be worth $1,600.00 to the State when 
every other member of these bvards, 
more valuable and active thereon than 
he could possibly be, serve-gratis? Al- 
so, “hig necessary traveling expenses” 
attending the numerous meetings of 


those boards, as provided for in sectioa 
2 of said bill, would have to be pa 
acdition to the $1,600.00 above. 
Are tris services 
boards? Are fiot those schools pros- 
perous and the pride and boast of Geor- 
gians already?

If so, then 
make every man now a member of any 
one of those boards exofficio a mem- 
ber of all the other boards. The same 
logic applies. Don’t be deceived irto 
believing that membership on those 
boards will reflect good upon the pub- 
lic schools of your state, for if necessary 
your State School Commissioner can 
reech those boards now, whenever, in 
his wisdom, it should be done, by writ- 
ten suggestions, communications o0-: 
recommendations. And more especially, 
if the State is to be saved the ex-offi- 
ciodom of $1,600.00 and “hig necessary 
traveling expenses.” Besides, hasn't 
the State School Commissioner his 
hands full, already? I think so, if he 
attends to his business properly. What 
dangerous power and constant and ever 
present menace to the institutions 
themselves to make your State School 
Commissioner a mnembef in perpetuity 
Of those boards. Why not aiso make 
him ex-officio a membef of the boards 
of Emory and Mercer, for they, ag well 
as the University of Georgia, “have the 
professional preparation of teachers 
as their work in whole or in part?’’ 
Who knows that it will not be done 
anyway whenever another raise in the 
salary of the State Superintendent is 
desired? Why not these two ex -officio- 
doms pay another $1,600.00 later on 
Shall they be saved for future amend- 
ments? Will any man‘ say that under 
the above conditions polities could be 
von am of those boards?

But the rest of 
this section ‘is so extremely revolu- 
tionary and tyrannical that it upsets 
all the established law of the State 
for 30 years and invests the State 
Superintendent with ‘power unknown 
in -a democratic form of government 
Here it is: > ; 

“Section 5, Be it further en 
that whiten it shall. be proved a ake 
satisfaction that any County Supérin- 
tendent or other public schoo! officer 
has been guilty of violation or neglect 
of duty under the school law of the 
State, or has disobeyed any decision 
of the State Superintendent or any 
order or regulation of the State Board 
of Education, he may, with the ap- 
proval of the State Board of Educa. 
tion, by an order under his hand and 
seal, remove such County Superinten- 
dent or other public school officer 
from office.” etc.

All, this,. gentlemen, without 
right of appeal. Whoever heard of 
such power! How can. a- County 
School Commissioner be’ removed from 
office now? (See Acts of 1887, page 
75; above Compilation, Section 24). By 
a majority vote of the County Board 
of Education. “And what for? Not 
disobedience” of amy decision of the 
State Superintendent or State School 
Commissioner,. but ‘for » inefficiency, 
incapacity, neglect of: duty, or mal- 
feasance or corruption “in office.”

Section.6. This is the law, and 
copied bodily from the Acts of 1887, 
page 70. (See compilation above re- 
ferred to, Section 7,. 

Same as to Section 7 of this bill. It 
is the law already, and there is there- 
fore no need of reenacting it, (See 
Acts of 1887, page 70; Acts of 1892, 
page 85; and Compilation above rc- 
ferred to, Section 9). 

That brings us to the consideration 
of Section 8 which speaks for itself. 
Why these two assistants to the State 
School Commissioner? Why this 
$4,000 extra expense to pay -their sal- 
aries and probably $3,000 more. to 
pay their traveling expenses, or $7,000 
in all? And why this $4,000 more to 
pay the other new jobs therein pro- 
vided? What is it these assistants 
can do that the State School Commis- 
sioner himseif cannot do now, and 
has ample time to do? The law now 
allows the State School Commissioner 
a clerk at $1,200 per annum. But, not 
satisfied with that, his office expenses 
must be increased more than $10,000, 
and to that extent the public school 
fund must be and will be cut down. 
Think of the opportunity of these two 
assistants, traveling over the State at 
the State's expense, of entrenching 
the State School Commissionef in hig 
job and of perpetuating him in power. 
So with your institute instructors a 
holders of professional! certificates, 
all of whom can receive their credgen- 
tials only from this new State Board. 
A little army, as it were, of hirelings 
of the State Supérintendent going 
about ddéing good and bullding up 
the political fences of their boss. 
Talk about political rings. This would 
be the biggest, strongest and most 
undesirable one ever built up in Geor- 
ia. 
 fancion 9. It takes away from the 
Governor the power to fill-a vacancy 
in the office of State School Commis- 
sioner, a right that he has enjoyed ever 
since the first organization of the 
public schools, and invests the State 
Board itself with the right to elect 
a successor. Just how this change will 
benefit the public schools, 1 confess I 
do not know. 

So, to recapitulate, bill 


really. proposes to do is: 
(1) To make the State School, Com- 


missioner, and not the Governor, presi- 
dent of the State Board of Education, 

(2) To make your State School Com- 
missfoner ex-officio a member of the 
boards of trustees af your University 
and certain other colleges. 

(3) To pay him $1,600.00 a year for 
this ex-officiodom, and also his trav 
eling expenses. ) 

(4) To vest (as shown in Section 5 
of the bill) tyrannical power in the 
State School Commissioner and. the 
State Board of Education; to deny the 
right of trial by jury, as it were, at 
home, as now guaranteed under the 
present law, to destroy completely local 
self-government and independence in 
the schools, and to repeal in toto all 
the laws now on the statute books 
which prevent, Wirectly or indirectly, 
the centralization of all school govern- 
ment and power in Atlanta: 

(5) To appoint two assistants to 
the State School Commissioner... 

(@) To pay them): $2,000.00. each, and 
$3,000.00 more for expenses. 

- (7) To appoint a chief clerk at $1,- 
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(9) To appoint a stenographer at 
year. 

(10) To fill vacancies in the 
of State School Commissioner by .the 
Board itself, and take away that long- 
established and time-honored right of 
appointment by the Governor. 

Now, tell me, pray, how the adoption 
of these ten propositions, or any one 
of them, will be of benefit to the 
public schools of Georgia. 

I come now to the second bill of Mr. 
Persons, which proposes to revise the 
school laws, etc. 

The very first section strikes down 
Hon. William A. Wright and Hon. Phil- 
ip Cook. Why? What is the objec- 
tion to this one-legged beloved old 
veteran, or to the sen of our old war- 
horse from Lee, both beloved by the 
people, both elected by the people, both 
capable, both trustworthy, 
riotic? The law as it now is requires 
that the State Board of Education 
shall consist of the Comptroller Gen- 
eral, the Secretary of State, the Gov- 
ernor, the Attorney General and the 
State School Commissioner. All five 
fT these, it will be seen, are elected by 
the people and are directly responsible 
to the people. But the proposition is 
to strike out two of these, the Comip- 
troller General and the Secretary of 
State, and to create a new Board to 
consist of the other three and then 
four other citizens to be elected by 
those three. Last year it was six citi- 
zens, and these to be appointed by the 


| Governor, not eleg@ed by the other 
members of the 7#ard. That was Mc- 
Michael's bill. McMichael has just in- 


troduced his same bill again. Now he 
wants the six citizens elected by the 
other three members of the Board, or 
ex-officio members of same. Why is 
it, Mr. McMichael, that you wanted the 
six citizens appointed by the Gover- 
nor last year, and now want them 
elected by tie three ex-officio mem- 
bers of the Board? If it were wise to 
let the Governor make the appoint- 
ments last year, is it not just as wise 
to do so now? But why the neces- 
sity of changing fhis ‘Board at all? 
Are not either of ghe five men now 
constituting the present Board as ca- 
pable and as competent to serve there- 
on as would be either of the six citi- 
zens, three of whom éhall be, you say, 
County Superintendents, and the other 
country teachers, city superin- 
or college professors. Has 


three 


provided for a sub-commission of edu- 
cators to loos into and recommend to 
the State Board the adoption of text- 
books so that that work is in effect 
not really on said Board, and is not 
your present State Board of Education 
composed of practical, educated busi- 
ness men, anyway, and would it not be 
difficult to find any six: citizens that 
would be an improvement over Brown, 
Wright, Cook, Hart and Pound? If six 
citizens are wanted, why, forsooth, 
strike Wright and Cook? And why 
not elect those citizens by the peo- 
ple? The very fact that such posi- 
tion is honorary and no salary at- 
tached thereto would-of itself prevent 
a political scramble for the place. The 
office, then, would very properly seek 
the man. 

Section makes the State School 
Commissioner, and not the Governor, 
the President of the Board. 

Section 3 is law already. 

Section 4 is loaded. What is the 
mieanitng of the last sentence of same?

Strained power to any department of 
the state government? Read the sign 
posts in this bill and see what powers 
they point to. Read section 5, which 
says that “said }Jard shall have power 
to annul any certificate in accordance 
with its own rules and regulations 
therefor.” Certificate is but another 
name for license. I mean a license to 
teach. So that under any rule or sreg- 
ulation said State Board might see fit 
to adopt, any teacher in the public 
schools of Georgia might or might not 
have his head suddenly chopped off, his 
license revoked or certificate annulled, 
leaving him without a position, without 
a school, without name or reputation, 
hope or aspiration, and all without any 
right whatever of trial or appeal. No 
teacher, however humble, can now un- 
der the law as it is be so treated. 
He cannot be so decapieated without a 
His license can be revoked 
only by the County School Commis- 
sioner, and not even by him except for 
‘“incompetency, immorality, cruelty to 
pupils, or neglect. of his duties, nd 
even then he “shall have the right to 
appeal to the County Board of Educa- 
tion, whose decision shall be final. 
(See acts of 1887, page 76; also Compil- 
ation above, Section 46.) Under this 
Act of 1887 the County Board of Edu- 
cation is expressly canstituted “a trib- 


unal for hearing And determining any, #b0Ve, Section 5.) 


matter of local controversy.” But this 
bill, if passed, would repeal that law, 
and the great, imperial, autocratic, new 
State Board of Education would then 
be invested with rights and powers 
never before wielde@ that I know of 
over a civilized people. Ought any 
teachee, under any circumstancces, ever 
to be deprived of the right of trial by 
the County Board of Edugation of the 
county where he is teaching at the 
time of the annukment of his certific- 
ate, or the revocation ‘of his license? 
Is not this paternalism and a centrali- 
zation of power of the rankest sort, 
with local self-government completely 
destroyed? 

Section 5 is another sign-bo-. It 
provides that the “State Board shall 
have power to prescribe and enforce 
rules and regulations governing the 
certification of teachers and County 
Superintendents.” And remember, 
these “rules and regulations, when 
published, shall have the force and 
effect of law until repealed by the 
General Assembly, or by the State 
Board.” Is not the law adequate and 
wise as it now stands? It says that all 
questions shall be prepared and sent 
out by the State School Commissioner, 
and that printed instructions shall be 
given by him to County Superintend- 
ents as to grading: applicants for 
teacher’s license. (See Acts of 1887, 
page 76; Acts of 190!, page 54; also 
Compilation above, Sections 43 and 44). 
But if you pass this bill, of course, all 
this law ag it now stands would be 
repealed. Just what rules- and regu- 
lations might or might not be adopted 
by said State Board no mortal man 
can possibly know. Why, the Coun- 
iy Commissioners themselves, before 
their election, under the law as it 
now is, are examined upon questions 
furnished “by the State School Com- 
missioner (see Acts of 1887, page 74). 
And who knows what new qualifica- 
tion might be‘required of these County 
School Commissioners by this new 
Board, under any rule or regulation it 
might see fit to adopt? Read another 
sign-post in one of the other bills in- 
troduced by Mr. Persons, which says 
“that said County Superintendents 
shall be elected from eligibles li- 
censed after examination by the State 
Board of Education.” .Who would then 
be one of the “eligibles”? Can any 
man say prior to the promuigation 
of the rules and regulations of this 
new State Board? What can be the 
meaning of this ingenuous word “ell- 
gibles” ag used in said bill? What fine 
Italian hand wrote it? Another sign- 
board in this same-Section 5. It is 
that “a certificate may be granted to 
a graduate of any normal «s¢éhool or 
college approved by the Board.” It 
repeals the present law, under which 
examinations are required of all teach- 
ers, whether college graduates or not, 
régardiéss of the school or college: 
See the Acts of 1899, page 51, which 
reads that “all students or graduates 
offany school, coliege, or other insti- 
tution of learning shall be required to 
stand an examination as now prescribed 
by the general common school laws of 
this State. before the County School

Can 
it be the purpose of this new State 
Board to so “rule and regulate” as to 
issue certificates to graduates without 
requiring such examination? Ought 
the present law to be changed? Ought 
not every graduate of whatever school 
be required all alike to stand examina- 
tions, whether to teach or to become 
County School Commissioners? What 
school or college would the State Board 
approve? Would théy . approve the 
University and disapprove Emory and 
Mercer? Would they confine their 
approval to schools and collleges with- 
in the State, or would they go out of 
the State and approve other schools 
and colleges” Section 5, otherwise 
than above discussed, is law already, 
(See Acts of (887. page 76; Acts of

Sections 6 and 7 segm~-, unobjec- 
tionable. ' 

Section 8 empowers the new State 
Board to license instructors for teach- 
ers’ institutes, a right not heretofore 
enjoyed, the effect of which will be 
to make such instructors absolutely 
subservient to the will of the State 
Superintendent, who will, of course, 
become their imperial boss. 


Section 10 is the law already (See 


Acts of,1887, page 69; also Compilation |? 


Section 11 relates to the increased 
salaries and new jobs and officials cre- 
ated thereby, which 1 have already dis- 
cussed. ; 

Section 9 is so drastic, dangerous and 
revolutionary that I do not believe your 
body will for.a moment consider it. 
It is in Hine with those making the 
State Superintendent a member, ulti- 
mately, of all the boards of all the 
schools and colleges of the States. It 
applies alike to every school that seeks 
a charter from the State, which char- 
ter shall first be approved by the State 
Board “before such charter can be 
granted.” No qualification or limita- 
tion. Applies alike to every educa- 
tional institution, whether private, re- 
ligious, literary, professional or other- 
wise. And even goes so far as to say 
that said State Board shall have the 
right “to amend such charters when 


in the opinion of the Board they are 
abused.” Was usurpation ever so ex- 
treme? Anything ever so highhanded? 

But I come now to discuss, briefly, 
the McMichael bill, which I predict 
will be offered as a substitute for the 
Persons’ bills. It contains all the evils 
of those bills, and about its only vir- 
tue is its candor. . No dodging, no cir- 
cumlocution. Practically all the good 
in the bill, as 1 have above shown, is 
already law, and the bad I am sure you 
will carefully weigh and consider. 
Every insidious power conferred by im- 
plication in the Persons’ bills is ex- 
pressly conferred upon the above Board 
in the McMichael bill, and in addition 
thereto many others. It. not only‘takes 
away all the rights of County Boards 
in regard to the certification of teach- 
ers and County School Commissioners 
and the holding of teachers’ institutes, 
but actfally appoints conductors of 
examinations, “instructors of the vari- 
ous institutes,” whose salaries are to 
be fixed by the State Board and come 
out of the school fund. At present 
}all such work is done by the ,County 
Boards‘and County School Commission- 
ers Without compensation. The revok- 
ing of a teacher's license or the an- 
nulment of certificates is taken from 
the jurisdiction of the counties and 
transferred to Atlanta, and in effect 


the sacred right of trial at hone by a 
jury, as it were, is in express terms 
taken away. Section 4 actually repeals 
the present text-book uniformity law 
of Georgia, approved August 13, 1903, 
and puts the adoption o: the text- 
books of our schools vnrestrictedly in 
the power of a new, autocratic Board 
not under bond or directly responsible 
to the people. It does,..not repeal the 
uniformity of books. No. But the Board 
tself& adopts text-books, and the Act 
f 1903 is consequently repealed. By a 
' two-thirds vote of the members of the 
Board it will actually have the power 


of the public schools of Georgia, may- 
be at an expense of hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars, notwithstanding an 
adoption might have recently been had. 
If all the members of this new Board 
are not elected by the people and di- 
rectly responsible to the people, who 
knows how often our text-books might 
be changed? 

‘And under Section 6 even. al! city 
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systems,or local systems, of public 
Schools could hy said State Board be 
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sation of 


adopt the text-books adopted generally 
for the public common schools. This 
Section 4, regardless of existing condi- 
tions, also provides that the tax rate 
for common schools ‘shall never be less 
than 1.8 mills per dollar on all taxa- 
ble property of the State returned for 
taxation.” 
State Board shall “fix the compen- 
its own. officers and em- 
ployees, and of the officers and em- 
ployees of the office Of ‘the State Su- 
perintendent of Public. Instruction.” 
The State Superintendent eceuld very 
soon have a little army of “instruc- 
tors” and employees drawing fat sala- 
ries running around over the State at 
the State's expense doing the Superin- 
tendent’s bidding. 

Now I submit that‘in point of pa- 
ternalism and centralization, away 
from the counties to Atlanta, these 
bills are the very sublimity of auto- 
cracy, and the crowning acme of ty- 
ranny and power. I am not question- 
ing motives; I merely criticise their 
provisions, and all this I believe I do 
for the good of the public schools of 
Georgia. 

Mr. McMichael, the Chairman of the 
Educational Committee of the House, 
nd author of the most drastic, in my 
optnion, of the pending bills, is admit- 
tediy an agent in the employ ‘of the 
Charles E,. Merrill Company, a very 
large school-book publishing house, 
and it is for you and not for me to say 
whether in this matter he is a patriot 
Or a partisan, and acting wholly’ un- 
selfishly or from bias and prejudice, 

I shall have this letter printed and 
a copy of same mailed to each of you. 
and I trust -you will carefully read 
and preserve it. I shall also ask the 
Chairman of said Educational Com- 
mittee, in case I cannot be present at 
the hearing’ on Friday, to read this 
letter to the’ committee as my objee- 
tion to the pending Dbills- 

One of the bills introduced by Mr. 
Persons amending the Constitution so 
as to provide for “public secondary 
schools” in each of the counties of the 
State, should pass. So also the reso- 
lution of Mr. McBlreath, of Fulton, “to 
create a commission to investigate the 
condition of public common schools 
and secondary education itn Georgia, to 
collect infermation regarding the same, 
and to report thereon to the next Gen- 
eral AssembDly.” 

The present public school laws are 
perfectly plain, straightforward, and 
without obscure clauses and do not 
give the State Board unusual and 
dangerous powers. And what is true of 
the laws affecting the State Board of 
Education is also true of the laws af- 
fecting dhe State Schdol Com- 
missary, the County School Com- 
missioners, and the County Boards 
of Edueation. Everything . that is 
needful to be done, except as I have 
stated, is fully, provided for by-~ the 
present laws.

RECORDER'S COURT 
BITTERLY ATTACKED 


A scathing arraignment of the law 
which permits the recorders of muni- 
cipal courts to sentence offenders to 
service at hard labor was made by T. 
B. Felder, of Atlanta, before the court 
of appeals yesterday. 

The cases being argued were those 
on. Ba: me Wheeler v. City of 
Atlanta, and L. W. Harbuck v. City of 
Atlanta. Both cases grew out of 
alleged violations of the anti-liquor 
laws. The cases were argued by T. B. 
Felder and James L. Mayson, the city 
attorney. 

Mr. Felder declared that all convic- 
tions by recorders in Georgia, where 
the accused persons were sentenced to 
hard labor on the streets or in the 
chaingang, were unconstitutional, and 
that the recorders in all such cases ex- 
ceeded their authority. He admitted 
that recorders have the power to fine 
and imprison municipal offenders, but 
not to sefitence them to hard labor 
without a jury trial. 

He insisted that conviction and sen- 
tence to hard labor without a jury 
trial was a denial of the equal protec- 


tion of the laws.

Judge Hillyer and other members of 
the commission were aware of Chair- 
man McLendon’s purpose to go over 
the West Point railroad in a private 
car for the purpose of making an of- 
ficial inspection trip. 

Judge Hillyer read a letter he had 
written to Mr. McLendon in which he 
took the position that it was illegal 
and inadvisable to make this inspec- 
tion trip on free transportation and 
declined to go on that account. 

“Do you know whether any other 
members of the commission went on 
that inspection trip?” 

There was objection to the question 
on the ground that other members of

Judge Hillyer, however, knew noth- 
ing of his own knowledge as to other 
members of the commission having 
made the trip.

On cross-examination by Mr. Sheppard, 
Judge Hillyer was asked to leave out 
of consideration any question as to 
whether Mr. McLendon had violated his 
oath of office.

THE PROPHECY OF COTTON, THE UMPIRE. 
Precarious “is prophecy, with the uncertainty emphasized when the sub- 
ject dealt with is that of cotton, since on more than one occasion the white 


‘king has not scrupled to disappoint the expectations of his followers. 


Discounting, however,‘ the elements of hazard and conditions yet to be 
unfolded, the southern farmer has ground for buoyant optimism in the pres- 
ent auspicious trend of the markets for spots and options. 

Throughout the country, the former is ranging well up toward 13 cents 
a pound; while those who regard quotations on futures &s the shadow of 
coming events point to an approximately healthy altitude in this aspect. 

Should the present prices, or prices of comparative dimensions, prevail 
throughout the selling season, there is ample reason to believe that the 
farmers of the south will enjoy an era of prosperity splendidly compensating 
them for the relative lean year that has just gane into history. 

And this means, by inevitable sequence of logic, that every other indus- 
trial and commercial avenue in the southern states will flourish in propor- 


tionate ratio. ‘ 


Cotton is tle umpire to a great extent, of things commercial in the ter-- 


ritory south of Mason and Dixon's line. If the white fiber brings a contin- 
uously fair price in the markets of the world, the »Denefit is reflected upon 
every factor in. southern business. 

The farmer is able to pay his debts, to make*needed improvements upon 
his home and plantation, to better clothe and educate his children, and to 
lay by a nest-egg against the proverbial rainy day. 

Commensurately, the prosperity of the small country town takes on new 
horizons. The effect spreads to the city, stimulating trade and giving a new 
impetus to individual wealth and to the upward tendency of industrial de- 
velopment. | 

In the ‘face of these promising conditions, it is not inappropriate to 
point out two phases which have an instructive bearing on the subject. 

The first is that of diversification, a doctrine preached energetical'y for 
virtually a quarter of a century by The Constitution, The higher the price 
the southern farmer gets for his cotton, the greater, necessarily, will be the 
sums sent out of the south to other sections for the sheer essentials of life, 
such as beef and grain and wheat, and a bewildering variety of lesser food 
products. 

Practically all of these commodities could be produced on southern soil, 
without diminishing the financial return from the south’s great ‘money crop. 
Such procedure would remove or mitigate the unbusinesslike practice of 
annually placing what is tantamount to a mortgage upon the cotton crop. 
The other phase is the paramount one of organization and cooperation. 
In the last few years the Farmers’ Union, with its more than two million 
bona fide producers scattered throughout the cotton belt, and its warehous- 
ing system, has taken a decisive role in movements looking to placing the 
marketing of the crcp upon a business and a remunerative basis. 

This year the organization will be more than ever prepared to dis- 
charge its important functions. 

If cotton is the umpire of prosperity in the south, then the organized 
farmers are largely the custodians of the umpire. It is their loyalty to 
organization that will largely determine the proportions of the south’s bus- 
iness the coming fall and winter, And evidence that they appreciate the 
nature of their responsibilities is ample.

COES TO HOUSE 


Received Favorable Action 
From Committee. 


Under Bill Mayor and Council- 
men May Succeed Them- 


selves and Atlanta Is Allow- 


ed to Issue nds Under 
General State Léw. 


to amend the city charter 
of Atlanta, introduced by Messrs. 
Alexander, Brown and McElreath, in 
the house of representatives, has been 
favorably acted upon in committee 
and will be reported to the house 
with the recommendation that it do 
pass. 


The bill 


The bill proposes to amend the city 
eharter so as to make the mayor and 
councilmen of Atlanta eligibie for re- 
election for a second term. 

The present act permits a council- 
man to be elected as alderman, but it 
does not permit his reelection tc suc- 
ceed himself. The bill proposes to 
make him eligible for two terms. He 
may then be elected as alderman, but 
“his term of continuous service in the 
council shall not exceed five years. 

It is provided that any street in the 
city limits may be paved where the 
assessment on abutting property own- 
ers does not exceed 50 cents per foot.| 
Street railways are required to pay 
for paving a strip eleven feet wide on 
all streets and public ways where 
their tracks are laid. 

The bill. consolidates the positions 
of city engineer and commissioner of 
public works, the new position to be 
known as chief of construction. His 
salary is not to exceed $5,000. He shall 
have power to appoint the following 
assistants: One each to have charge 
of sewers, streets, sidewalks, repairs, 
stockade. Additional assistants may 
be authorized by the mayor and coun- 
cil. 

The present special law with ref- 
erence to the sale of bonds is abolished 
and the city of Atlanta is authorized 
to issue bonds under the general state 
law. 

Section 7 makes the mayor eligibie 
to succeed himself for one term. 

Section 8 authorizes the mayor and 
general council to increase the salaries 
of city assessor and receiver from 
$2,400 to $3,000, beginning June l, 
1909.

| Measure to Make Pay of Tax 


Receivers Equal to. Collec- 
tors Beaten—Bill Introduced 
to Bar State Institutions 
From Sporting Contests. 


The house of representatives ves- 
terday kept straight its record of con- 
sistency by opposing a measure to in- 
crease the remuneration of the tax re- 
ceivers of Georgia, and voting down 
overwhelmingly an attempt to bring 
up again for reconsideration the sal- 
ary increase bill for stenographers 
of justices of the supteme court. 

The measure to increase the com- 
pensation of tax receivers until it 
should equal that of tax collectors, 
was introduced by Mr. McMahon, of 
Clarke, and came into the house with 
a favorable committee report. But the 
house was obdurate and would have 
none of it. 

Against College Sports. 

Among the unique new bills intro- 
duced was one by Mr. Adams, of Hall, 
aimed at intercollegiate sporting con- 
tests. He proposes that no institu- 
tion chartered by the state or re- 
ceiving financial aid from the state 
shall engage in any intercollegiate 
game of baseball or football. Viola- 
tions Would be punishable by the au- 
thor as a misdemeanor, and the in- 
stitution permitting such criminal 
acts wold forfeit its charter if the 
bill passes. : 

The most interesting development 
of the morning was the discussion of 
the bill of Mr. Hufe, of Clayton, to 
make the near beer fund available for 
school purposes. 

That the near beer money should go 
into the general fund and not be 
segregated for school purposes, was 
the contention of Mr. Barrett, of 
Stephens. 

Mr. Huie explained his bill in a 
brief speech. He said the people of 
Georgia believed there was no neces- 
sity of a general peniientiary system. 


Is it Constitutional f 

Mr. Persons, Monroe: “Does not 
the constitution Of the state provide 
that all revenue received by the state 
from this source shall go to the com- 
mon school fund?” 

Mr. Huie, of Clayton: “It does.” 

Mr. Reid, of Campbell, thought it 
might be dangeious to propose to 
divert the money raised under the act 
of September 5, 1908, from the peni- 
tentiary fund to a special fund.

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Most Important that Pro- 
viding Biennial Sessions 
of Legislature. 


The senate yesterday passed sev- 
eral billie of interest, and transacted 
other business of importance, notable 
among which was the reception of a 
report from the committee on consti- 
tutional amendments recommending 
favorably for passage the bill provid- 
ing for biennial sessions of the gen- 
assembly. 
bills reported favorably by 
the same committee provide for 
amendment to the constitution per- 
mitting the legislature to exempt from 
taxation agricultural products in the 
hands of the producer, and to permit 
municipalities to increase their bond- 
ed debt in cases where they own 
waterworks, electric plants or other 
public utilities. 

The committee on education submit- 
ted a favorable report on the Dill of 
Senator Griffith requiring the teach- 
ing of the elemental principles of 
music in the public schools, 

Bille Passed. 

The senate passed, by a vote of 28 
to 3, the bill by Senator Morris prohib- 
iting the giving away or issuing of 
trading stamps: Senator Morris was 
Neard in his maiden speech and made 
an eloquent plea for his bill. 

By a vote of 30 to 3 the senate pass- 
ed the bill by Senator McCurry, after 
amending it, making it a misdemeanor 
for. any person wilfully and falsely to 
utter or circulate any defamatory 
words concerning a virtuous female. 

The bill by Senator Harrell, 
ing for the stuperseding of judgmeats 
in recorder’s court when appeal is 
taken, was passed by a vote of 23 to 0. 

Senator Day's bill giving judges of 
criminal courts the power to suspend 
sentences in misdemeanor cases was 
passed, 23 to 1. 

Senator Griffith's bill amending sec- 
tion 2573 of the codé, so as to provide 
for the waiving of notice by near rel- 
atives in case of lunacy trials, was 
passed, 26 to 90. 

Another bill by Senator Griffith. 
making it a misdemeanor to carry a 
pistol to a church, courtroom or otBer 
public place, as well as to have it 
while there, was passed. 

The senate passed a bill by Senator 
Akin permitting Glynn county to issue 
bonds to the extent of $100,000 for the 
purpose of building roads and bridges. 

The senate agreed* to the house 
amendments to the resolution by Sen- 
ator Longley, urging the national ad- 
ministration to appoint more consuls 
from the south.
